RENEGOTIATIONS UNDER GATT WITH AUSTRALIA, NEW ZEALAND, 
AUSTRIA, FINLAND AND THE NETHERLANDS (FOR SURINAM) 


Tariff negotiations held by Australia, New Zealand, Austria, Finland, and the Nether- 
lands (for Surinam) with the United States have now been concluded for the modification 
er withdrawal of certain tariff concessions previously made by these countries under the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. The United States agreed to modification or 
withdrawal of some existing concessions in return for new concessions on trade items 
in which it has an interest. In some cases, the United States was able, during the course 
of the negotiations, to persuade countries to withdraw certain proposed modifications 
No changes in United States duties were involved in these renegotiations. 

The countries modifying or withdrawing concessions in these renegotiations granted 
new concessions as compensation to countries that were originally granted the conces- 
sions being modified or withdrawn, and to countries determined to have a substantial

A NATIVE of Grassy Point, New York, James A. Farley began his public career in 1912 when he 
was elected town clerk of Stony Point, New York. Following service as supervisor of (Rockland 
County 1920-23), Mr. Farley was ejected to the New York State Assembly. In 1924 he was 
appointed by Governor Alfred E. Smith as a member of the New York State Athletic Commission. He 
was made its chairman in 1925, remaining in that post until his resignation on February 28, 1933. 
Appointed Postmaster General of the United States by President Franklin D. Roosevelt in March, 
1933, he served until his resignation on August 31, 1940. On July 24, 1953 President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower named him to membership on the Commission on Organization of the Executive Branch 
of Government. A little more than three years ago Governor Averell Harriman appointed Mr. 

Farley to the New York State Banking Board. 
From the time in 1919 when he was elected chairman of the Rockland County Democratic 
Committee, Mr. Farley moved way up the political ladder, culminating with his election as chairman

trade. 


People engaged in international trade and commerce have the materials 
for broad and inspiring education in their day-to-day business. They meet and 
learn to understand new ideas. They learn a diversity of languages and the 
literature written in those languages. They make a multitude of new friends, 
which results in valuable and interesting experience. They find their imagina- 


tion stirred to its utmost, and their hori- 
zons—scientific and cultural—expanded to 
worldwide limits. 

They learn the degree to which nations 
must be dependent upon each other for 
mutual prosperity. Above all, such inter- 
relations make for the keeping of peace 
among the peoples of the earth. 

But international trade relations bring 
to the front rivalries that may endanger 
all these benefits. 

Despite all the discouragements and dis- 
illusionments of the past dozen years, we 
must still observe the lesson, written in 
history, that mutual aid and interdepen- 
dence is the road to peace and well-being. 

No one can look at some parts of the 
world today without realizing that the po- 
tential resources of those areas can never 
be developed from within. Their need for 
some sort of cooperation from other na- 
tions is essential to the advancement and 
well-being of their people. Thoughtful 
Americans will want to do the part of a 
erreat nation to help in this development. 

@:: only is this impulse to help inspired 
by a desire to help those who need help, 
but they realize that we, too, must seek 
such expansion for our own sake. Inter- 
national accounts cannot be brought into 
balance unless American risk capital can 
be invested in critical areas abroad. 

There is a great tradition in history to 
point up this need. The world enjoyed a 
span of relative peace over a period of 

century. There were 

world conflicts 


exactly a 
there were no 


almost 
wars, but 


from Waterloo in 1815 to the outbreak of 


the First World War in 1914. During 
that great century of relative world peace 
Great Britain was the world’s banker, ex- 
tending credit everywhere to balance in- 
ternational accounts and to help those 
areas and nations which needed develop- 
ment the most. The reason this vast rise 
in world well-being could take place is 
that this movement of investment from 
3ritain was governed by the natural 
movements of private risk capital. 

Basic to all this vigorous growth of in- 
ternational investment and trade was the 
principle that fair dealing and an honor- 
able respect for international obligations 
were not only good morals but good busi- 
ness. 

Now, what do we find today? We find 
a need—indeed a crying need—within the 
underdeveloped nations for investment 
capital as great or greater than ever be- 
fore in history. But woefully little is be- 
ing done to make the field attractive or 
to make the climate a favorable one. It 
is tragic that all too often the very areas 
most in need of investment capital are 
those which are most ready to drive away 
foreign investors. Today the relation of 
good ethics to good business is almost for- 
gotten in false worship of sovereignty. 

This passion for complete sovereignty 
on the part of the most needy comes at a 
moment when those more advanced and 
less needy nations are brought to the 
point where they are willing to give up a 
part of their sovereignty in the interest

The CBFAA Washington Committee reports that the confusion caused by the dis- 
sident minority constitutes the greatest handicap in achieving the hoped for benefits to 
the industry. The opponents of the industry are taking full advantage of this confusion. 
Some Congressmen are disturbed by the disunity, and show a lessening respect for the 
industry as a whole One Congressman complained: “Why, even an individual forwarder 
asks that we consider legislation to cover his own private problem.” Another Congress- 
man said: “When an industry is divided, Congress makes its own legislation and the 
industry must take what it gets.” 

Thus can it be plainly seen (just as CBFAA predicted months ago) how imprudent 
dissension has caused obstruction and danger to the hopes of the industry for a solution 
to its problems 

The Committee and our friendly Congressmen are still working like Trojans to stem 
the tide of confusion and obtain beneficial legislation for the industry, but it realizes 
that this confusion has caused delays which daily make it more difficult to hope for bene- 
fic ial action during this session. Therefore, with its usual foresight, it is already work- 
ing to have the Subcommittee take whatever action may be necessary to prevent the 
Pelerat Maritime Board from re-instituting its Dockets and questionnaire while Con- 
gress is adjourned 

CBFAA will continue its dignified efforts in behalf of the industry and will also con- 
tinue to give you the true facts so that you may judge the situation for yourself.

CHICAGO TRADE FAIR 


Chicago, the city that is host to more 
than 500 trade shows a year, will cele- 
brate the opening of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway in 1959 with the Chicago In- 
ternational Trade Fair. The trade fair 
is being sponsored by the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce and Industry to 
provide a Midwest marketplace for im- 
ported products and to focus buyer and 
consumer interest on imports. Also ac- 
tively backing the 1959 Fair are Chi- 
cago’s 4 major newspapers of general 
circulation throughout the Midwest, as 
well as Chicago television and radio. 

Site of the 1959 Chicago International 
Trade Fair will be the two-mile exhibit 
way of Chicago’s Navy Pier which is 
being “dressed up” for the occasion at 
a cost of more than a half-million dol- 
lars. Among the improvements will be 
a new ventilating system and extensive 
renovation of the roof and other facili- 
ties. Although the Fair is first and 
foremost a trade show, it will also be 
open to the general public during spe- 
cific hours. An attendance of 750,000 is 
expected during July 2-18, according to 
Thomas H. Coulter, chief executive offi- 
cer of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce and Industry.

Commerce Department Launches Survey of Foreign Investments—A second postwar 
survey of American business investments abroad is being undertaken by the Office of 
Business Economics, U. S. Department of Commerce. U. S. business firms and other U. S 
residents having investments in foreign branches, subsidiaries and associated companies 
as of December 31, 1957, are being asked to file returns. 

Information to be collected in the new survey will provide a complete measure of 
the size and composition of these investments. At the time of the last Commerce survey 
in 1950, U. S. private direct foreign investments had a book value of about $12 billion 
Since that time, it is estimated that this amount has approximately been doubled 

Data to be developed will show in detail the way this growth has been distributed 
among countries and industries, and will provide basic statistics for the compilation 
and understanding of the balance of payments between the United States and foreign 
countries. These statistics are essential for programming the foreign operations of the 
U. S. government and to provide basic guides for the many firms that now have or are 
contemplating the establishment of productive facilities abroad 

The information collected will include payments in foreign countries for wages, 
taxes, and materials, gross investment expenditures and sources of financing, total output 
broken down to show local sales and exports to the United States and other countries, 
imports, earnings and income remittances, and employment provided to U. S. and local 
personnel. These statistics are expected to greatly enhance the understanding here and 
abroad of the constructive role of U. 8S. private foreign investments in economic develop 
ment, and may thereby foster the freer flow of sound capital investment among nations 

Industrial Output in West Berlin Rises Further in First Quarter 1958—Industria! 
production in West Berlin expanded further in the first quarter of 1958, and the index 
was 8% higher than that of March 1957. Exports and deliveries to Western Germany 
continued to rise, the wholesale and retail indexes showed gains, and the index of orders

World Trade Advisory Group Makes Recommendations—Reduction of taxes on income 
earned abroad and promotion of freer convertibility of foreign currencies were among 
recommendations made to the U. 8S. Department of Commerce by a group of American 
businessmen 

At an all-day session of the World Trade Advisory Committee to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, 32 businessmen representing a cross section of U. S. business and 
industrial interests also urged clarification of existing tax credit laws and steps to achieve 
better understanding of U. 8S. foreign investment aims and programs 

The Committee made the following specific recommendations for U. S. Government 
action to stimulate U. 8S. private foreign investment: 

1. That the U. S. Treasury Department rule to the effect that the particular place 
of payment, even though it is in the United States would not by itself change the tax- 
able status of transactions which are otherwise eligible for tax savings benefits under 
the Western Hemisphere Trade Corporation provisions of the Internal Revenue Code 

2. That with a view toward developing improved worldwide investment incentive 
the Congress should pass legislation extending to U. S. enterprises in other parts of 
the free world the same income tax credits for which Western Hemisphere trade corpora- 
tions are already eligible 

3. That as a matter of long-range policy, the U. S. Government should work toward 
elimination of U. S. taxes on income earned abroad. 

4. That the International Cooperation Administration should continue and accelerate 
its good work in negotiating investment guaranty agreements with as many countries 
as possible, particularly in Latin America. 

As another means of encouraging private foreign investment, the Committee unani- 
mously recommended passage of H. R. 12368 which would permit earnings of U. S. oversea 
interests to be transferred to other countries for investment purposes without being

Japanese Industrial Production Rises Despite Mild Recession——-A mild recession con 
tinued in variou sectors of the Japanese economy in February, although industrial 
production increased slightly An unexpected tight-money situation prevailed, owing 
primarily to the demand for funds to carry high inventories and to finance fixed over- 
head and essential operating costs as production curtailment measures took effect. A 
net withdrawal of funds by the monetary authorities also accentuated the credit, short- 
age. Finished-goods inventories rose while the level of raw material inventories remained 
stationary, despite declining imports; both wholesale and consumer prices declined 
further. 

Japan's terms of trade improved slightly as a result of a greater decline in import 
prices than in export prices 4 surplus of $14.7 million in Japan's trade account accrued 
in March as ship exports moved ahead sharply 


MAILING ARTICLES FROM ABROAD 

The Post Office Department has been receiving numerous inquiries from business 
firms and individuals domiciled in the United States concerning the legality of mailing, 
or having mailed on their behalf, in other countries various publications, advertising 
matter, or creculars addressed to persons or firms in the United States. 

The Universal Postal Convention states: 

“No country is bound to forward or deliver to addressees articles which senders domiciled 
in its territory mail or cause to be mailed in a foreign country with a view to benefiting 
from the lower rates which are established there. The rule applies without distinction either 
to articles prepared in the country inhabited by the sender and then transported across the 
border or to articles prepared in the foreign country.” 

If such letters or prints are found to have been mailed at lower postage rates than 
would apply had the articles been mailed in the United States, they will be returned 
to origin unless the mailer pays the applicable domestic postage. 

The restrictions mentioned are not applied to mailings made by permanent branches 

permanent representatives of United States firms which are maintained in other coun- 
tries, or to mailings by foreign firms having permanent branches or permanent repre- 
sentatives in the United States

Reference is made to T.D. 52923 dated February 8, 1952, relating to countervailing 
duties on sugar from Australia. 

T instructions in that Treasury decision suspended the operation of T.D. 49157 

September 15, 1937, because it had been found that no grants or bounties had 
tually been paid on the involved commodity during the years immediately preceding 

year 1952. 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of official information that the payment of 
xrants and bounties was resumed in August 1955, According to such information, bounties 
or grants within the meaning of section 303 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U. S. C. 1303), 
were paid or bestowed at varying rates depending upon the net home consumption 
price of sugar and an Australian equivalent of the world parity price of that commodity 
The net amount of bounty is equal to the rates of export sugar rebate per ton (2,240 Ibs.) 
of sugar content of the exported products. The rates paid or bestowed on the exporta- 
tion of the involved products are set forth in the following table showing the year and 
month during which each rate was applicable:

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN ITALIAN GOLD COINS 
There is quoted below for your information and guidance a letter from the Director 
of the Mint, dated July 2, 1958, which is self-explanatory. [C/L 3038.]

will again have gold coins. These coins will have no face value, they will not be legal tender, 
and will be issued to celebrate the tenth anniversary of the Constitution. All coins will have 
the same design They will be of 22-carat gold in three weights and diameters (20, 15 and 18 
grams, and 30, 27 and 24 millimeters) 

‘These items do not qualify for importation as rare gold coins as prescribed in Section

“They should be denied entry unless the importer desires to offer them for sale, pursuant 
to Sections 54.40 and 54.44 of the Gold Regulations (31 CFR 54.40 and 54.44), to a United 
States Mint or Assay Office. However, if the importer so desires, such items may be exported 
under Customs supervision. 

“We shall appreciate it if you will please circularize this ruling.” 


MARKING OF NAME OF COUNTRY OF ORIGIN ON WEARING APPAREL 
SUCH AS SHIRTS, BLOUSES, COATS, SWEATERS 

Effective as to entries for consumption or warehouse made on and after October 1, 
1958, wearing apparel, such as shirts, blouses, coats, sweaters, etc., shall not be considered 
marked as conspicuously and permanently as required by section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended, unless such articles are clearly and conspicuously marked by means of a 
fabric label or label made from natural or synthetic film sewn or otherwise perma- 
nently affixed on the inside center of the neck midway between the shoulder seams or in 
that immediate area or unless such articles are otherwise permanently marked in that 
area in some other manner 

The exceptions from marking provided for in section 304(a) (3), Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended, of course, continue applicable to such articles 

Button tags, string tags and other hang tags, paper labels, and other similar methods 
of marking will be unacceptable for purposes of section 304, as amended, on and after 
October 1 date, since it has been found that there is no reasonable assurance that such 
markings will remain on the imported article until it reaches the ultimate purchaser.

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QUOTA ON LONG STAPLE COTTON 
Presidential Proclamation No 3251 of July 7, 1958 (T.D. 654637), apportions the 
port quota of 45,656,420 pounds of long staple cotton on the basis of staple length for 
e quota year beginning August 1, 1958, and for any subsequent year beginning August 1 
The allocations, by stuple length, for each quota year follow: 
(1)—net more than 39,590,778 pounds shall consist of cotton having a staple length 
of 1% inehes or more; 
(2)—not more than 6,065,642 ix shall consist of cotton having a staple length 
of 1% inches or more but » 1% inches, of which (a) not more than 1,500,000 
pounds shall consist of harsh or rough cotton (except cotton of perished staple, grabbots, 
and cotton pickings), white in color and having a staple length of 1-5/32 inches or 
more (Tanguis), and (b) not more than 4,565,642 pounds shall consist of other cotton. 
No long staple cotton covered by entries and withdrawals for consumption presented 
August 1, 1958, or thereafter, shall be released without Bureau authorization 
Provision shall be made at all customs ports for the simultaneous presentation of 
and withdrawals under the quota as of 12:00 noon, e.s.t., or its equivalent in 
time zones, on August 1, 1958. No importer may present entries or withdrawals 
nder any one allocation for an amount in excess of that allocation (section 12.50(d) of 
the Customs Regulations). [C/L 3039.]

COTTON CORDUROY WEARING APPAREL 

On April 10, 1958, pursuant to the provisions of section 516 (b), Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended (19 | Ss. « 1516 (b)), Jack and Jill Togs, Inc., New York, New York, 
a domestic manufacturer of cotton corduroy wearing apparel, requested information 
relative to the tariff classification of imported children’s overalls made from cotton 
corduroy. The Bureau replied in a letter dated April 11, 1958, that it is the practice to 
classify such merchandise as wearing apparel, wholly or in chief value of cotton, not 


specially previded for, other, under paragraph 919, as modified. dutiable at the reduced 
rate of 20 percent ad valorem 


The domesti manufacturer through its attorneys, Lamb & Lerch, New York, New 
York, has notified the Bureau of a desire to protect the classification of such merchan- 
dise, contending that proper classification should be as articles made or cut from pile 
fabrics (corduroy) wholly or in chief value of cotton, under paragraph 909 of the 


tariff act, as modified, with duty at the rate of 50 percent ad valorem. The domestic 
manufacturer represents that the provision for articles made from pile fabrics, wholly 
or in chief value of cotton, is more specific than the provision for wearing apparel, wholly 
or in chief value of cotton, not specially provided for 


The practice of classifying cotton corduroy wearing apparel under paragraph $19 
as cotton wearing apparel is based upon judicial precedent summarized by the United 
States Customs Court in the case of Bata Shoe Co., Ine. vy United States, January 21. 
1941, 6 Cust. Ct. 50 (C. D. 423). In holding that certain shoe tongues made of cotton 


velvet and velveteen were properly classifiable under paragraph 919 as wholly or partly 
manufactured cotton wearing apparel rather than under paragraph 909 as articles made 
from cotton pile fabric, the court stated on page 51: 


The provision for wearing apparel is undoubtedly a designation by use, and such designa- 
tion has been held more specific than one either of composition or of general description. 
United States 1 4. W. Faber, 16 Ct. Cust. Appls. 467, T.D. 43211 Note also the decision of 


this court in Tripler & Co. v. United States, 7.D. 45699 (61 Treas. Dec 1127), which held 
cotton velvet jackets more specifically provided for as articles of wearing apparel under 
paurograph 919 of the act of 1930, than as articles made or cut from cotton pile fabrics under 
paragraph 909. This was on authority of United States v. Snow’s Sample Express Co., 6 Ct 
Cust. Appls. 120, T.D. 35388, u hich held shirt bosoms of tucked cotton material more specifically 
provided for by the term “wearing apparel composed of cotton or of cotton in chief value 
made up or manufactured in part” in paragraph 256 of the Tariff Act of 1913, than as “articles 
made up in part of tuckings of whatever yarns, threads, or filaments composed” under the 
provision of paragraph 358 of that act 

In view of the foregoing, the Bureau approves the present practice of classifying 
cotton corduroy wearing apparel under paragraph 919 of the tariff act, as modified, with 
duty at the rate of 20 percent ad valorem 

In accor¢ ice with the provisions of section 516 (b), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
notice is hereby given that Jack and Jill Togs, Inc., has given the notice contemplated 
by the statute that it desires to protest this classification of such articles However, 
under section 516 (b), as amended, the practice will be continued so long as no decision 
of the United States Custems Court or the United States Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals not in harmnoy with this decision is published. [T.D. 54583.]

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That paragraph 1631 of the Tariff Act of 1930 is amended 
by inserting “(a)” after “Par.

“(b) Any college, academy, school, or seminary of learning, any society or institution 
established for the encouragement of the arts, science, or education, or any association 
of such organizations, may import free of duty any exposed or developed picture film 
for the encouragement of the arts, science, or education through broadcasting on a non- 
profit basis over a television station owned or operated by any such organization 
association or for transfer between or among such organizations and associations 
such use on a nonprofit basis, under such rules and regulations as the Secretary of 
Treasury may prescribe.”

TO DEFINE PARTS OF CERTAIN TYPES OF FOOTWEAR

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
Smerica in Congress assembled, That paragraph 1530 (e) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, is amended by striking out the period at the end thereof and adding thereto 
the following: “, and footwear having soles as herein described and with uppers com- 
posed in greater area of the outer surface of wool, cotton, ramie, animal hair, fiber, 
rayon or other synthetic textile, or silk, including substitutes for or combinations of any 
of the foregoing (but excluding any other material superimposed), shall be deemed to 
have uppers in chief value of the material as enumerated in this paragraph.” 

Sec. 2. (a) For the purposes of section 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended 
the foregoing amendment shall be considered as having been in effect continuously 
sinee the original enactment of section 350: Provided, That, for the purposes of including 
a continuance of the customs treatment provided for in such amendment in any trade 
agreement entered into pursuant to section 350 prior to the entry into force of the 
amendment pursuant to subsection (b), the provisions of section 4 of the Trade Agree- 
ments Act, as amended (19 U. S. C. 1354), and of sections 3 and 4 of the Trade Agree- 
ments Extension Act of 1951, as amended (19 U. 8S. C. 1360 and 1361), shall not apply 

(b>) The foregoing amendment to the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, shall enter 
inte force as soon as practicable, on a date to be specified by the President in a notice 
to the Secretary of the Treasury following such negotiations as may be necessary to 
effect a modification or termination of any internaffonal obligations of the United States 
with which the amendment might conflict, but in any event not later than September 
1, 1958. (Public Law 85-454, Appreved June 11, 1958.) 

BONELESS BEEF 

The United States Court of Customs and Patent Appeals has just decided on the 
case involving the classification of boneless beef meat. In this decision, the Court upheld 
the claim of the importers that boned beef should be classified under the provisions of 
paragraph 701 at 3 cents per pound 

The full text of the summary of this decision, which was issued by the Clerk of 
the Court, is as follows 

No. 4925. The United States v. J. H. Brown, Brown, Alcantar & Brown, Inc. Opinion by 
Rich, Associate Judge. Cuts of boneless beef from Mexico, referred to as fresh, chilled or 
frozen cow and bull meat, were classified and assessed for duty as meat, prepared, n.s.pf. at 
$¢ per pound, but not less than 10%, under paragraph 706 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
modified by the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. The importers protested that all 
of the importations were properly dutiable at 3¢ per pound as fresh, chilled, or frozen boneless 
becf, under paragraph 701 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified by the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade The Customs Court sustained all of importers’ claims, except as to 
that portion of the importations consisting of diced or cut stew meat, which portion thereof 
was overruled. The Government appealed here only from the portion of the judgment insofar 
as it sustained the protests. The judgment of the Customs Court is affirmed. Johnson, C. J., 
dissents with an opinion, 
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GLASSWARE, TABLE, HOUSEHOLD, AND ART

as amended, the duly authorized attorneys for Morgantown Glassware Guild, Inc., Mor- 
gantown, West Virginia, an American manufacturer of glassware, were informed that it 
is the practice to classify “handblown” glassware (including drawn stemware, tumblers, 


vases, decanters, bowls, and all table, kitchen, household, and art glassware) under para- 
graph 218 (f), Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, dutiable at the rate of 50 cents each but 
not less than 30 nor more than 50 percent ad valorem except for articles described in the 
two following sentences. Articles of this class valued at $3 or more each, if cut or en- 
graved, are dutiable at the rate of 22% percent ad valorem Articles of this class 
designed primarily for ornamental purposes, such as bowls, vases, and art glassware, 
decorated chiefly by engraving, and valued at $8 or more each are dutiable at the rate 
of 15 percent ad valorem 

It is the practice te classify pressed and unpolished glassware, not ground for pur- 
poses other than ornamentation, under paragraph 218 (g), as modified, dutiable at the 
rate of 25 percent ad valorem and to classify pressed and polished glassware, undecorated, 
under paragraph 230 (d), as modified, dutiable at the rate of 25 percent ad valorem. The 
rates shown in this and the preceding paragraph apply to products of nations and areas 
entitled to reduced rates of duty established pursuant to the Trade Agreements Act of 
1934, as amended and extended. 

In a complaint received October 22, 1957, the domestic manufacturer has taken excep- 
tion to the practice set out above and contends that this glassware when classifiable 
under paragraph 218 (f) should be dutiable at the statutory rate of 60 percent ad valorem 
and when classifiable under paragraph 218 (g) or 230 (d) should be dutiable at the 
statutory rate of 50 percent ad valorem. 

Section 350 (a), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, provides in part that, “* * * duties 
and other import restrictions proclaimed pursuant to this section shall apply to articles 
the growth, produce, or manufacture of all foreign countries, whether imported directly 
or indirectly.” However, section 5 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951 pro- 
vides that products of certain nations or areas designated by the President are not 
accorded the reduced rates of duty established pursuant to this statutory authority. 

In the circumstances the Bureau is of the opinion that the types of glassware 
described above are dutiable at the rates shown in the first two paragraphs hereof when 
the product of any nation or area not designated by the President. 

In accordance with the provisions of section 516 (b), as amended, notice is hereby 
given that Morgantown Glassware Guild, Inc., has given the notice contemplated by the 
statute that it desires to protest this practice of assessing duty on the glassware described 
above. However, under section 516 (b), as amended, this practice will be continued so 
long as no decision of the United States Customs Court or of the United States Court of 
Customs and Patent Appeals not in harmony with this decision is published. [T.D. 54620.] 


FOREIGN TRADE ZONES REGULATIONS

of the Foreign-Trade Zones Board will designate an examiner who will investigate the

8 400.1308 Examiners Committee. If the application and accompanying exhibits 
are in order, the Executive Secretary of the Foreign-Trade Zones Board will appoint 
an Examiners Committee and designate a chairman. This committee will consist of 
the examiner appointed by the Executive Secretary who has examined the application 
as provided in § 400.1307, the Collector of Customs and the District Engineer in whose 
districts the proposed zone is to be located. The committee will then make a thorough 
investigation of the application and report its findings to the Board 

It is found that compliance with the notice, public rule making procedure, and 
effective date requirements of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. 8S. C. 1003) is 
unnecessary in connection with the issuance of this order, because its application is 
restricted to the administrative functions of the Foreign-Trade Zones Board, and is of 
a nature that it imposes no burden on the parties of interest. The effective date of this 
order is July 17, 1958.

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AMERICAN GOODS RETURNED 


Constructive segregation.—Beads of United States manufacture exported to a foreign 
country where they are strung on foreign material may be constructively segregated 
and accorded free entry as American goods returned under par. 1615 (a) if the identity 
of the beads is maintained and they are capable of physical separation without injury 
either to the beads or to the material on which strung. [T.D. 54608 (2).] 

Foreign metal mounting units for holding imported airplane engines.—Free entry 
of under par. 1615 (b). See T. D. 54619 (3). [T.D. 54619 (1).] 

Fuel oi] of United States manufacture stored in a foreign country with other oil of 
United States manufacture only of the same grade or quality in a manner which does 
not result in the production of a blend, would not be considered to have lost its identity 
or to have been advanced in value or improved in condition, and may be entered free 
of duty as American goods returned under par. 1615 (a) upon compliance with the 
applicable regulations. [T.D. 54619 (2).] 


AUTOMOBILES, NONRESIDENTS AND RESIDENTS 
Automobiles—Par. 1798 (b).—The free entry provisions of par. 1798 (b) (2) are not 
applicable to a rented foreign automobile which is brought into the United States in 
connection with the arrival of a nonresident who will leave it with an agent of the 
rental company in the United States. A resident of the United States may not bring in 
a foreign automobile rented in the foreign country for personal use without the pay- 
ment of duty. [T.D. 54613 (1).] 


COMMINGLED MERCHANDISE 

Lumber, Western white spruce.—Western white spruce lumber containing lesser 
amounts of pine, fir, and balsam resulting from harvesting the timber in an area where 
all varieties grow in the same stand, treated as commingled merchandise under section 
508. 

Where customs officers are satisfied that the lumber mingled with the Western 
white spruce cannot be recognized visually, it appears clear that there would be no 
method by which it could be segregated without excessive cost, that it would not be 
segregated prior to its use in a manufacturing process, and that it would be commer- 
cially negligible 

If it is found that a certain ascertainable and segregable quantity of lumber of a 
given specie subject to a higher rate of duty has been deliberately commingled with 
Western white spruce, a prima facie case of commingling to avoid payment of lawful 
duties would be established within the meaning of section 508 (c) (2). [T.D. 54613 (2).] 

COVERINGS AND CONTAINERS 

Basket, willow, flimsy construction, traditionally used for packaging dried figs in 
the Agropoli district in Italy, are not designed for use otherwise than in the bona fide 
transportation of such merchandise to the United States and are not subject to the addi- 
tional duty provided for in section 504. [T.D. 54608 (3).] 

Foreign metal mounting units.—-If duty, as such, is paid on imported foreign metal 
mounting units for use in holding airplane engines, under par. 397, for example, or if 
under section 402, as amended, the cost of such mounts is included in the appraised 
value of the airplane engines imported in them, the mounts are entitled to free entry 
on subsequent importations under the provisions of par. 1615 (b) as “other substantial 
outer containers,” upon compliance with the pertinent regulations. The cost of the mounts 
is not included in the appraised value of the airplane engines imported in them when 
the mounts are entered under section 308 (7) or when they are classified under par 
1615 (b). (TD. 54619 (3).] 

DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS 

Floating dry dock, documentation of as a vessel.—A floating dry dock, built in the 
shape of an unrigged barge or scow, which is mobile and not permanently moored, which 
moves to various repair areas, and which is capable of transporting and has been used 
to transport certain machinery, may be documented as a vessel. Previous rulings which 
have held such floating contrivances intended for use as dry docks in fixed locations not 
to be vessels are distinguishable on the ground that any movement of such contrivances 
by water was merely incidental to bringing the dry dock to the site of permanent opera- 
tions. [T.D. 54613 (49).] 


PHILIPPINE TRADE AGREEMENT 
Brassiere size adjuster strips, obtained by cutting imported elastic woven webbing 
into specific lengths, are products of the United States. [T.D. 54619 (7).] 
Copper, refined, produced in Japan from Philippine ores would not be a “Philippine 
rticle” within the meaning of the Philippine Trade Agreement Revision Act of 1955 
U. &. C 372). It would be accorded the tariff treatment applicable to articles the 


product, or manufacture of Japan. [T.D. 54608 (4).] 
VALUE 

Expert value approved as the basis of appraisement for metal castings, rough, 
partly machined, or finished, produced from the purchasers’ patterns furnished to the 
foreign producer on a “no cost” basis or from patterns made up and billed separately 
by the producer, except castings that are components of specialized and patented 
machines; the appraised value to be represented by the unit price quoted plus the share 
of the cost or fair value of tooling and patterns spread over the number produced when 
the initial shipment is exported. If named in the Final List, published in T. D. 54521 
under the Customs Simplification Act of 1956, the item is subject to appraisement at the 
higher of the foreign and export values. In the absence of a United States value, either 
cost of production or constructed value will be the approved basis of appraisement for 
the components of specialized and patented machines, the cost or fair value of the tool- 
ing and patterns to be allocated in the manner specified. [T.D. 54608 (52).] 

The principles discussed in T. D. 48860, as modified by T. D. 53724, dealing with the 
market or class of sales that determine general expenses and profit for dumping cases, 
are to be given no application in connection with appraisements returned under the 
provisions of the Customs Simplification Act of 1956. General expenses and profit in any 
market other than the market for export to the United States are to be excluded in mak- 
ing constructed value appraisements. [T.D, 54613 (48).]

TEMPORARY IMPORTATIONS UNDER BOND 


Aireraft engines and parts imported for use as replacements in overhauling or re- 
pairing aircraft which are to be exported may be entered under bond under section 308 
(1), as amended by Public Law 85-414 (T. D. 54601), as “merchandise imported to be 
* * * processed * * *.” Such use is not a process which will “result in articles manu- 
faciured or produced in the United States.” [T.D. 54619 (32).] 

Foreign metal mounting units in use for holding imported airplane engines and suit- 
able for reuse for such purpose are entitled to entry under section 308 (7). When so 
entered, their cost is not included in the appraised value of the airplane engines under 
section 402. [T.D. 54619 (33).] 

Professional equipment or tools of trade need not be owned by a temporarily-so- 
journing nonresident for the purposes of the first provision of section 308 (9) They 
may be owned by the corporation or person who employs the nonresident who will use 
them as professional equipment or tools of trade while temporarily sojourning in this 
country and may be entered on his baggage declaration and covered by his personal 
bond, as provided in sections 10.31 (f) and 10.36 (a), Customs Regulations, when they 
accompany the nonresident as baggage. [T.D. 54613 (47).]

Footwear, rubber sole and canvas upper.—A low quarter shoe with rubber sole and 
canvas upper with zipper closure over the canvas tongue rather than laces, having 
% inch wide elastic inserts on either side of zipper, is classifiable under par. 1530 (e) as 
footwear with uppers in c.v. of cotton and soles in c.v. of rubber. [T.D. 54584 (20).] 

Game, driving, electrically operated.—Wireless controlled driving game designed to 
test an individual’s driving ability classifiable under par. 353 as an article, n.s.p.f., hav- 
ing as an essential feature an electrical element or device. [T.D. 54584 (21).] 

Gangsaws, machines, electric or nonelectric.—Gangsaws having as essential features 
such electrical elements as electric-motivated hydraulic roller lifts, remote controlled 
width adjustments, or hydraulic synchronized feed works, are classifiable as articles 
having as an essential feature electrical elements or devices under par. 353. Gangsaws 
not having electrical elements or devices as essential features classifiable as machines, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 372. [T.D. 54608 (19).] 

Germanium metal, germanium concentrates, germanium crystals, germanium dioxide, 
germanium ore, and silicon metal.—Germanium metal, single germanium crystals, ger- 
manium dioxide, and silicon metal classifiable under par. 5 as chemical elements and 
chemical compounds, n.s.p.f. Germanium ore, not advanced in condition, and germanium 
concentrates, produced by physical means only, free as crude minerals under par. 1719 
but subject to duty under pars. 391 and 393 on the dutiable quantity of lead and zinc 
content. Germanium “concentrates” produced by a process involving substantial chemi- 
cal change classifiable under par. 214 as earthy or mineral substances, wholly or partly 
manufactured, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 54584 (22).] 

Glass, coffee percolator body.—Glass bodies for coffee percolators, without handles 
or hardware, are classifiable under par. 218 (f) as blown glass household articles. 
[T.D. 54584 (23).] 

Glass, rolled jalousie louvre.—Rolled glass strips figured, fluted, ribbed, or rough, 
in usual sizes for jalousie louvres, with clean cut edges not webbed or otherwise fin- 
ished with polished rounded edges, classifiable under par, 221 as rolled glass. Such 
strips with webered edges, but not figured or decorated, classifiable under par. 230 (d) 
as manufactures of glass, n.s.p.f. Such strips, with webered edges, which are figured 
or otherwise decorated, classifiable under par. 218 (f) as articles of every description, 
n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of glass, decorated or ornamented, in any manner. [T.D. 54613 
(24).] 

Golf carts, aluminum, classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., wholly or partly manufactured, 
in c.v. of aluminum, under par. 397. [T.D. 54608 (20).] 

Golf club shafts, bamboo.—Split bamboo shafts for putters, hexagonal in shape, 
impregnated and having a high luster, are classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., manufactured 
of bamboo, under par. 409. [T.D. 54608 (21).] 

Grinder, hand operated, of the type used in kitchens and home workshops to sharpen 
knives and tools, is classifiable under par. 372 as a machine, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 54584 (24).] 

Hardboard lined with brown-colored paper-like material, not impregnated with syn- 
thetic resin, classifiable as lined hardboard under par. 1413. [T.D. 54608 (22).] 

Hardboard, surfaced with synthetic resin.—Hardboard material called “Starlite,” 
consisting of a Mitsui (Masonite) board backing surfaced with two layers of syn- 
thetic resin containing no filler, is classifiable under par. 1403 as manufactures of pulp, 
n.s.p.f., if the material is in ¢c.v. of Mitsui board. If in c.v. of the surface layer of syn- 
thetic resin it is dutiable by similitude (par. 1559 (a)) at the rate applicable to manu- 
factures of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 412. If in c.v. of the surface layer of synthetic 
resin and imported in the form of tiles dutiable by similitude (par. 1559 (a)) at the 
rates applicable to floor and wall tile not wholly or in part of cement under par. 202 (a). 
(T.D. 54584 (25).] 

Hat, toquilin fiber, bleached, not sewed, blocked, or trimmed, classifiable under par. 
1504 (b) (2) as bleached hats in c.v. of palm leaf. [T.D. 54613 (25).] 

Heating elements electric appliance; electric cooking range.—Heating elements con- 
sisting of metal tubing filled with magnesium oxide, with resistance wire running 
through the center and brought out to suitable terminals, made in various designs for 
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in automatic dishwashers, washer-dryer machines, or electric cooking ranges, aré 
classifiable as parts, wholly or in ¢.v. of metal, of articles having as an essential feature 
an electric element or device, in c.v. of metal, n.s.p.f., and dutiable at the rate applicable 
to the appliance of which they are parts, under par. 353. Electric cooking range classifi- 
able as ranges having as an essential feature an electrical device or element, wholly or 
in c.v. of metal, n.s.p.f., under par. 353. [T.D. 54613 (26).] 

Hockey game, miniature, in c.v. of hardboard, consisting of a printed carton simulat- 
ing a hockey rink, and players of metal manipulated by rods and levers extending from 
ends of the carton, of the type vhiefly used by adults, is classifiable as a manufacture of 
pulp, n.s.p.f., under par. 1403. [T.D. 54613 (27).] 

Hoist, chain, “FRAM”, hand operated and containing gears, classifiable as a ma- 
chine, n.s.p.f., under par. 372. [T.D. 54613 (28).] 

Hose, hydraulic, composed of alternate layers of neoprene, rayon, and braided steel 
wire, but in c.v. of the steel wire, classifiable under par. 397 as articles partly or wholly 
manufactured, in c.v. of steel (T.D. 54584 (26).] 

Hula skirts, raffia, classifiable as manufactures wholly or in c.v. of raffia under 
par. 1 7 (a). (TD. 54613 (29).] -_ 

Images, plastic, called corpora”, made of synthetic phenolic resin containing no 
filler, dutiable at the rate applicable to cell se acetate made into finished artices 
under par. 31 (a) by similitude (par. 1559 (a) D. 54613 (30).] 

Jackets, lenther, classifiable as wearing apparel in c.V of leather, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 1531. [" ». 54584 (27).) 

Jelly, decorating, so-called, composed of glucose, sugar, agar, acid, color, and flavor, 
in c.v. of glucose, and having the consistency of thick syrup, which is not similar in use 
to any enumerated article, classifiable under par. 1558 as a nonenumerated manufac- 
tured edible preparation, and not classifiable as jelly under par. 751. [T.D. 54608 (23).] 

Kitchen food preparing device —“Electrolux Assistant”, a multi-purpose machine 
with several attachments and electric motor, used for kneading, straining, whipping, 
mixing, mashing, stirring, potato washing, mincing, grating, and sausage making, classi- 
fiable as a kitchen utensil, n.s.p.f. under par. 339. [T.D. 54608 (24).] 

Knife, described as a hunting knife, which has blade concealed in the recess of 

handle, the blade being released by pressing a mechanism on the handle, together 

a downward motion of the hand, is classifiable under par. 354 as a knife with 
than fixed blade. [T.D. 54608 (26).] 

Knife, fruit, having serrated blade, with steel handle, and measuring four inches or 
more in length from tip of blade to handle portion, classifiable as a fruit knife with 
handle four inches in length or over under par. 355. (T.D. 54608 (27.] 

Knives, with wooden handles and stainless steel blades, classifiable under par. 355 
as household knives Practice in measuring knives to determine “length exclusive of 
handle” is to exclude handle and to measure from tip to blade up to the beginning of 
handle and not just the length of the blade. [T.D. 54619 (16).] 

Knives, achine, 4144 inches long, 2% inches wide, and 5/16 inch thick, used in the 
manufacture of steel wool, classifiable under par 352, as metal-cutting tools of all 
descriptions suitable for use in cutting metal, n.s.p.f., or as cutting tools of any kind 
containing specified alloying elements. [T.D. 54613 (31)] 

Kobu-nuts—Q uota.—Kobu-nuts, a cocktail delicacy consisting of peanuts, rice flour, 
kobu leaf, monosodium glutamate, salt, and vegetable oil in the form of a white crisp 
filling sandwiched between two halves of a peanut kernel and banded together with a 
strip of kobu leaf, classified as an edible preparation for human consumption under 
par 1558, and not subject to quota as peanuts. [T.D. 54608 (25).] 

Lapel brooches.—Lapel brooches consisting of miniature Christmas trees decorated 
with glass beads and a ribbon bow, having a bar pin, and suitable for attaching to cloth- 
ing, classifiable under par 1527 (a) (2), as jewelry, if valued over 20 cents per dozen 
pieces, or under par 1023 as manufactures in c.v. of vegetable fiber, if valued at 20 cents 
per dozen pieces or less and in c.v. of hemp. [T.D. 54584 (28).] 

Lenses, photgraphic, 36-inch Big Bertha, classifiable as photographic lenses under 

228 (b). [T.D. 54619 (17)}. 

ber and boards, knots reinforced with wooden plugs.—Lumber and boards with 
knots bored out on one surface s inch deep and round wooden plugs inserted with glue, 
or with knots bored out to a depth of &% inch and round wooden plugs inserted without 
glue, resulting in a smoother surface for painting, classifiable under par 401, 404, or 
1803 (1), if otherwise coming within the purview of such par. The plugs are assumed 
to be made of the same wood as the lumber or boards. Such lumber and boards are 
subject to import taxes under section 4551, Internal Revenue Code, 1954, in the same 
manner as merchandise not having the wooden plugs. [T.D. 54613 (32).] 

Machine, egg emptying, automatic, electrically driven, for the purpose of removing 
liquid contents of eggs from their > , classifiable under par.

353, rather than under the 
provision for parts of machines, n.s.p.f., in par. 372, it appearing that substitution of 
nonelectrical features could not be made for the electrical ones without modification 
of the nailing machine. [T.D. 54584 (29).] 

Magnifier, glass, hand type, consisting of a metal frame and lens, is classifiable as 
a microscope under par. 228 (b) {T.D. 54608 (29).] 

Metal scrap.—Certain magnesium alloy ingots melted down from magnesium alloy 
scrap abroad, without sweetening, for convenience in handling and transportation, not 
suitable for distribution in the usual course of trade as specification magnesium alloys, 
and not suitable for use in the direct casting of magnesium alloy products, but requiring 
sweetening before they can be used for such purpose, classifiable as metal scrap under 
Public Law 869, Eighty-first Congress, as amended and extended. [T. D. 54608 (30).] 

Miniature polystyrene ow and shaft in a polyethylene bag, with a rubber band 
used on the bow in place of a string, the shaft being tipped with a rubber suction cup 
of the type placed in packages of cereal as a “give-away” article, classifiable as toys 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1513 IT. D. 54613 (33).1 

Nipple, nursing, for hamsters, consisting of cylindrical rubber stopper with a hole 
throveh its length and an aluminum tube in one end, designed to be inserted in mouth 
of glass bottle and installed in a hamster cage, classifiable under 1957 (b), if a manu- 
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facture in c.v. of rubber or, if in c.v. of aluminum, under par. 397 as an article, n.s.p.f., 
vholly or partly manufactured, in c.v. of metal iT.D. 54608 (31).] 
finished and semi-finished, having tapped unified and American screw 
-Internal Threads, manufactured from steel in accordance with ASTM 
s, classifiable under the provision in par. 330, for nuts of wrought 


iron or steel. [T.D. 54619 (19).] 

Nuts and matching bolts jmported in the same shipment and capable of being used 
together classifiable as bolts with nuts under par. 330, irrespective of whether the nuts 
and bolts are sold separately and may never be used together. [T.D. 54619 (18.] 

Nylon fabric having 16 meshes per lineal inch, used as a screening cloth in industrial 
plants, is classifiable as woven fabric in the piece, wholly or in c.v. of synthetic textile, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1306. [T.D. 54613 (34).] 

Oil, pollock liver, containing approximately 50,000 units per gram of vitamin A and 
somewhat in excess of & per centum unsaponifiable matter is classifiable as cod-liver 
oil under par. 2730 (b), if the oil consists of no more than all the oil removed from the 
livers in one or more stages of extraction and no process has been performed to increase 
the vitamin content by concentration, e.g., by a separation of a portion of the oil 
[T.D. 54613 (35).] 

Paintings on earthenware tile, which are copied from a pattern, hand painted with 
an underglaze, sprayed with a layer of glaze, fired, set in a wood frame, and glued to 
a wood backing are classifiable as ornaments or plaques in c.v. of earthenware under 


par. 211 {[T.D. 54619 (20).] 

Panels, wood, louvered, consisting 
louvers, classifiable as window blinds wholly or in 
{T.D. 54619 (21).] 

Paper, Christmas wrapping, printed, classifiable under par. 1406, as lighographically 
printed articles, n.s.p.f., not over 0.012 inch thick IT.D. 54584 (30.)]

Piling pipe, steel.—-Spiral weld steel piling pipes, outside diameter 10% to 16 inches, 
wall thickness 0.188 inch, length 40 to 60 feet, used as shell to form cast-in-place concrete 
piles, classifiable as lap-welded, butt-welded, seamed, or jointed steel pipes under par 
328. [T.D. 54608 (34).] 

Pins, bearing, composed of steel, measuring approximately 29/32 inch in length and 
1/64 inch in diameter and made specifically for use in electric watt hour meters, classifi- 
able as parts of instruments intended or suitable for measuring the flowage of electricity 
under par. 368 (c). [T.D. 54619 (22).] 

Planer, corn, used to shave or cut corns and hard foot surfaces, classifiable under 
the provision for corn knives, by whatever name known, In par. 354. [T.D. 54584 (31).] 

Plaster, patching, consisting of 68 percent plaster of Paris mixed with other material, 
including 3 percent glue, to form a product known as Jelstone, and possessing cement- 
like qualities, for repairing small holes in walls and other similar places, is classifiable 
a cement, n.s.p.f. under par. 205 (d). [T.D. 54584 (32).] 

Plates, humidifier, for hot air furnaces, made of a mixture of raw kyanite and 
bentonite, classifiable under par. 214, as manufactures of earthy or mineral substances, 
not decorated, and n.s.p.f (T.D. 54584 (34).] 

Plates, lithographic, nouel flexible, wrap around, composed of metal, chromium sur- 
faced, in various sizes ranging from 10 by 15% inches to 40 by 50 inches and varying in 
thickness from .005 to .020 inch, all cut to specific dimensions according to the size 
printing press in which they will be used, prepared for printing after importation, 
classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., wholly or partly manufactured, in c.v. of base metal 
under par. 397, and not under par. 341. [T.D. 54608 (35).] 

Plate, name, in c.v. of brass, designed to fit cigarette lighters, and other name 
plates of the same material and same general character to be used for desk name 
plates, motor identification plates, award plaques, and table model cigarette and cigar 
lighters, are classifiable under par. 397, as articles n.p.s.f., manufactured in c.v. of brass. 
{T.D. 54584 (33).] 

Plates, printing, four-color letterpress; positives, four-color offset 
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screened.—Four color letterpress printing plates are classifiable as plates, engraved or 
otherwise prepared for printing, under par. 341 Four-color offset lithography screened 
positives classifiable as photographs under par 1410. [T.D. 54584 (35).] 

Polaroid timer.—This article has a mainspring and train of gears with a base or 
pillar plate between 1.2 and 1.5 inches in width; there is no escapement or balance 
wheel such as in the conventional watch movement. It is designed to aid the operator 
of a Polaroid camera in properly developing the picture; a calibrated dial from 0 to 
120 indicates approximately the number of seconds elapsing. Winding is effected by 
turning the cross-bar on the open dial to the figure corresponding approximately to the 
number of seconds to elapse to effect development A buzzing sound is produced until 
the indicator reaches zero. There is a base metal case with a bracket and bolt arrange- 
ment for easily attaching and detaching from the camera. The accuracy tolerance for 
the mechanism is plus or minus 5 seconds for every 60 seconds. 

The Polaroid timer is not a part of a camera under par. 1551; neither is it a watch 
movement or time-keeping, time-measuring, or time-indicating mechanism, device, or 
instrument under par. 367 (a). The article is classifiable as a mechanism, device or 
instrument for indicating or performing any operation or function at a predetermined 
time or times under par. 368 (a). ([T.D. 54613 (36).] 

Powders, copper, and bronze (90% copper and 10% tin) of a type used in the manu- 
facture of electric carbon brushes, sintered porous bronze bearings, dynamos, and 
other electrical appliances and not having the leafy and flaky shape characteristic 
of bronze powders used as the coloring base of metallic pigments in paints, classifiable 
as articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of metal, wholly or partly manufactured, under par. 397 
(T.D. 54608 (36).1] 

Prefabricated building, asbestos cement, imported in a knocked-down condition, is 
an entirety classifiable according to the component material of c.v. If in c.v. of asbestos 
cement sheeting, the building is classifiable as articles in part of asbestos, containing 
hydraulic cement or hydraulic cement and other material, under par. 1501 (c). [T.D. 
54608 (37).] 

Propylene, tetrapropylene, and tripropylene.—Propylene classifiable under par. 1733 
as a distillate, n.s.p.f., obtained from petroleum and, when imported in a liquid state, 
subject to import tax under section 4521, Internal Revenue Code 1954, as a _ liquid 
derivative of crude petroleum, n.s.p.f. Tetrapropylene and tripropylene, produced by the 
polymerization of propylene, classifiable under par. 5 as mixtures of chemical compounds 
(T.D. 54619 (23).] 

Pulse height analyzer; decimal sealer; print control unit.——-A pulse height analyzer 
known as a “Kicksorter’” designed for use in scientific and industrial fields to elec- 
tronically sort and register electrical voltage pulses furnished by a detector apparatus 
according to their maximum amplitude, classifiable as an article having as an essential 
feature an electrical device or element, n.s.p.f., under par. 353. Transistorized decimal 
scaler and print control units used as accessories to transfer the results from the ana- 
lyzer to an electric typewriter or tape punch, classifiable under the same provision 
(T.D. 54613 (37).1 

Rallway maintenance equipment, “multi-gang”, consisting of (1) a main car with 
tamper and caterpillar take off, (2) a separate spike puller-tie renewer, (3) a separate 
jack and track aligner, and (4) a separate spike driver, all powered by gasoline-driven 
hydraulic power plants, classifiable as machines, n.s.p.f., under par. 372. If the main 
ear contains an electrical device or element as an essential feature, the main car is 
classifiable as an article having an electrical device or element as an essential feature 
under par. 353. [(T.D. 54613 (38).] 

Rivets, bifurcated, composed of steel and requiring only plating to be finished, 
classifiable as rivets, lathed, machined, or brightened under par. 332. [T.D. 54608 (38).] 

Ruler-letter opener.—Plastic devices shaped like a knife blade, one side marked 
off as a four inch ruler with one pointed end, the other end threaded and hollowed out 
to a depth of one and three-quarter inches, ready for use as the top portion of a desk- 
type ball point fountain pen, classifiable under par. 1550 as parts of fountain pens 
(T.D. 54613 (39).] 

Sanctuary lamp, designed as a part of the architectural scheme of the altar and 
permanently attached thereto, is a structural part of the altar free of duty as part of 
an altar under par. 1744. [T.D. 54619 (24).] 

Shutters; doors; blinds.—-Shutters in c.v. of wood classifiable under par. 411 as window 
blinds. Doors in c.v. of wood classifiable under par. 412 as wood doors. Shutters, blinds 
and doors, in c.v. of metal classifiable under par. 397 as articles n.s.p.f., manufactured 
in ec.v. of iron or steel. [T.D. 54608 (39).] 

Skindiving suit; mouthpiece; swimfins; Safe T Float; spearguns; demand regulator. 

Skindiving suit, mouthpiece, and swimfins, of natural rubber, classifiable under par. 
1537 (b) as manufactures in c.v. of india rubber, Safe T Float composed in c.v. of an 
aluminum release lever, attached to a bag of yellow latex, and inflated by a carbon- 
dioxide cartridge, classifiable under par. 397 as an article n.s.p.f., manufactured, in c.v. 

aluminum. Spearguns operated by springs or rubber bands classifiable under par. 
as machines, n.s.p.f. Demand re gulator of chrome- plated brass classifiable as an article 
metal, n.s.p.f., manufactured, in c.v. of brass, under par. 397, if the breathing apparatus 
which it is a part is operated by manual controls, or as a machine, n.s.p.f., under par. 

if it is automatically operated with flow of oxygen or compressed air controlled by 
water pressure exerted on a plate worn by the diver. [T.D. 54619 (25).] - 

Slabs, marble; slabs, travertine.—Marble slabs, each containing not less than 4 
superficial inches, not further manufactured than sawn, rubbed, and polished, and not 
designated nor dedicated as specific parts of a specific finished article. classifiable under 
par. 232 (b) as slabs of marble containing not less than 4 superficial inchés. Travertine 
slabs, sawed, whether or not rubbed or polished, classifiable under par. 234 (c) as stone 
suitable for use as monumental or building stone, hewn, dressed, or polished, or other- 
wise manufactured. [T.D. 54608 (40).] : 

Sponges, polyurethane, of the type used for cleaning purposes are dutiable at the 
rate applicable to manufactures of rubber, n.s.p.f., under par. 1537 (b) by similitude (par. 
1559 (a)). Abstract 61191, 92 Treas. Dec. (No. 37) 21. Other nonenumerated articles 
made from polyurethane foam which are not sponges per se are dutiable by similitude 
(par. 1559 (a)) at the rate applicable to the enumerated article most frequently used 
for the purpose for which the imported nonenumerated article is chiefly used Toy 
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sponges made of polyurethane foam are classifiable as toys, n.s.p.f., under par. 1513 
I''.D. 54584 (36).] 

Stamp pad set; ink dispenser; ink.—‘‘Tayon”, a stamp pad set composed of 6 nested 
containers and cover composed of polystyrene not serving as chief binding agent, each 
container having inside it a small rubber pad, 5 of the containers having on the bottom 
a rubber stamp and the cover having on its under side a rubber and metal dating 
stamp, dutiable according to component material of c.v. If in c.v. of rubber, the set is 
classifiable under par. 1537 (b) as a manufacture in c.v. of india rubber, n.s.p.f., If in 
c.v. of the polystyrene, the set is dutiable at the rate applicable to articles, n.s.p.f., 
wholly or partly manufactured, in c.v. of steel, under par. 397, by similitude (par. 1559 
(a)). The ink dispenser, in c.v. of polyethylene synthetic resin not serving as chief 
binding agent, is similarly dutiable. Ink classifiable as such under par. 43. [T.D. 54608 
(41).] 

Statuary, bronze, cast abroad from plaster models of human or animal form produced 
in this country, are classifiable as original sculptures or statuary, including not more 
tnan two replicas or reproductions thereof, under par. 1807, if the models are original 
in conception and design and the professional production of a sculptor, and if it is estab- 
lished that the bronzes are original castings or first or second replicas from an original 
plaster or wax model of the sculptor, made at his direction and according to his instruc- 
tions, and that the work embodies an expression of his artistic intention. Statuary valued 
at not less than $2.50 each, which is not within the purview of par.

UNITED STATES PRODUCTION AND SALES OF SURFACE-ACTIVE AGENTS IN-

than oil soluble petroleum sulfonates (a type that was previously included in this group 
but which is now included with miscellaneous cyclic chemicals).

IMPORTS OF COAL-TAR PRODUCTS IN 1957—A report on United States imports 
of coal-tar products entered in 1957 under paragraphs 27 and 28 of the Tariff Act of 
1930. The report provides detailed statistics on coal-tar intermediates entered under 
paragraph 27, and on coal-tar dyes, medicinals and pharmaceuticals, flavor and perfume 
materials, and other coal-tar products entered under paragraph 28. The data in the 
report were obtained by analyzing invoices covering general imports of coal-tar prod- 
ucts into the United States during 1957.

HATTERS’ FUR INCREASED DUTY NO LONGER NEEDED 


A report to the President on its finding in an investigation of hatters’ fur. The 


investigation wa ndertaken pursuant to paragraph 2 of Executive Order 10401, of Octo- 
ber 14, 1952, to determine whether and to what extent the increased duty on hatters’ fur, 
established in February 1952 by “escape clause” action, needs to be continued in order to 
prevent serious injury or threat thereof to the domestic industry producing hatters’ fur. 

The Commission found that continuation of the increased duty is no longer necessary 
to prevent ser , injury or the threat thereof it accordingly recommended to the 
President that the concession rate of 15% be restored 

FARM TWINE—“ESCAPE CLAUSE” APPLICATION DISMISSED 

On June 25, 1958, the Tariff Commission dismissed, on jurisdictional grounds, an 
application for an escape clause” investigation on farm twine, filed by the Cordage 
Institute In this case the Commission was confronted with a question of whether the 
“escape clause” protective principle prevailed over an historic policy of Congress to 
admit farm twine free of import restrictions for the special and particular purpose of 
benefiting the American farmer The Commission held that the policy of Congress 


with respect to farm twine, which was established in 1894 and which was reaffirmed by 
Congress in legislation enacted in October 1951, precludes the application of the “escape 
clause” procedure to farm twin in the absence of a «lear expression from Congress of a 
contrary Intent 
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U. S. TARIFF COMMISSION—Continued 
LONG-STAPLE COTTON—QUOTA MODIFIED 

Report to the President on the results of its investigation supplemental to investi- 
gation, No. 1 conducted under section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended, 
with respect to long-staple cotton. 

In 1939 an annual import quota of 45,656,420 pounds was established under section 
22 for long-staple cotton. On the basis of the supplemental investigation, the Commis- 
sion found that changed circumstances require modification of the quota. The Commis- 
sion, therefore, recommended to the President that of the total quantity of 45,656,420 
pounds of cotton having a staple of 1% inches or more in length that may be imported 
in any year beginning August 1, not more than 39,590,778 pounds shall consist of cotton 
having a staple of 1% inches or more in length; that not more than 1,500,000 pounds 
shall consist of harsh or rough cotton of a type known as Tanguis cotton (having a 
staple of 1-5/32 inches or more but less than 1% inches in length); and that not more 
than 4,565,642 pounds shall consist of other cotton having a staple of 1% inches or more 
but less than 1% inches in length 

The President has adopted the above recommendation of the United States Tariff 
Commission. 


LEAD AND ZINC—NO ACTION 


The President announced that he was suspending his consideration at this time of 
the recommendations of the United States Tariff Commission in the escape clause case 
involving lead and zine. A final decision would be appropriate, the President said, after 
the Congress completed its consideration of the Minerals Stabilization Plan presented 
with his approval by the Secretary of the Interior. 


HEARINGS ON CONSOLIDATED TARIFF SCHEDULES 

The Tariff Commission has announced public hearings beginning September 16, 1958, 
on Schedule 5 (Nonmetallic Minerals and Products Thereof) and Part 5 of Schedule 7 
(Works of Art, Antiques, and Models) of its tentative revision and consolidation of 
the laws under which imported articles are classified for tariff purposes. The Commis- 
sion’s tentative proposal is to consolidate these laws into a single set of schedules 
comprising 8 individual schedules for permanent provisions and one appendix for tempo- 
rary tariff measures. Copies of Schedules 1, 2, 3, 4, Part 1 of Schedule) 7, and Schedule 
S have been previously released and the remaining schedules will be released from time 
to time hereafter. 


EXPANSION BRACELETS AND PARTS THEREOF 

After preliminary inquiry in accordance with section 203.3 of its Rules of! Practice 
and Procedure (19 C.F.R. 203.3), the UNITED STATES TARIFF COMMISSION, on the

Ritchie Calder has followed up his Men 
Against the Jungle and Men Against the Desert 
in a far different clime which the title gives 
away—Men Against the Frozen North (Mac- 
millan Co.; 279 pages; $3.75). By plane, 
dogsled, and snow tractor, Calder swept 
through some 40,000 miles of Northern 
country, all in the name of science and, of 
course, adventure. Here, in absorbing de- 
tail, is this highly readable story of his 
discoveries, observations, and thoughts. 
Calder sees a great future in the North. In 
contrast to the old slogan, “Go West, young

SOVEREIGNTY 
It is the accumulated savings of millions 
of individuals, the poor as well as the 


rich. These are the losers when foreign 
destroyed in 


investments are ruthlessly 
the name of nationalization. These are the 
individuals whose confidence is essential 
if we are to have any foreign investment 
at all. 

It is all well and good for our Govern- 
ment to set up guaranties against loss at 
the hands of foreign governments, by ex- 
propriation and otherwise. But American 
investors want something more than mere 
insurance. The real interest of an in- 
vestor is not merely to collect compensa- 
tion after the horse is stolen. He wants 
some kind of assurance that the horse 
will not be stolen in the first place. 

Those small and large property owners, 
accustomed as they are to American hab- 
its of respect for binding agreements, will 
choose to keep their savings at home 
rather than to trust them to nations, how- 
ever needy, which scrap agreements and 
dissolve contracts. 

Another index of the lack of integrity 
in the relations between sovereign nations 
is the bland willingness to disregard the 
rights of previously existing and long- 
established foreign capital investments 
when host countries make proposals to 
attract new foreign capital investments. 
Surely, in all fairness, long-established 
-apital is more entitled to protective rec- 
ognition than is new capital. 

There is also the other side of the coin. 
I have briefly scanned the situation in the

host countries. Private capital investment 
is also affected—granted to a lessor de- 
gree, but, nevertheless, greatly—by condi- 
tions established by its home government. 
Private capital provides a unique tool not 
available to highly centralized govern- 
ments. 

In our own country where we, of all 
people, should recognize that private free 
competitive capital can do most jobs in 
foreign lands more effectively, more 
quickly, and more efficiently than can 
possibly otherwise be the case, we still 
have not established conditions which 
would accelerate the flow of private capi- 
tal. To provide those conditions our Gov- 
ernment should, without further delay, 
make certain changes necessary to induce 
the maximum flow of private capital to 
those countries which create and maintain 
fair standards of reception to foreign 
capital investment. 

Burke, in his great speech on concilia- 
tion with America—a great plea for mu- 
tual understanding among kindred peo- 
ples—has this to say of compromise: “All 
government—indeed, every human benefit 
and enjoyment, every virtue and every 
prudent act—is founded on compromise 
and barter.” 

But there can be no compromise with 
deceit and dishonorable dealings. And 
there can be no barter when words mean 
one thing to the seller and another to the 
buyer. Anything that destroys confidence 
in international investment hurts all coun- 
tries.
